Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Disabl ed Persons Rehabilitation Act is

anended by changi ng Section 13a as foll ows:

(20 ILCS 2405/ 13a) (from Ch. 23, par. 3444a)

Sec. 13a. (a) The Departnent shall be responsible for
coordinating the establishnment of local Transition Planning
Comm t t ees. Menbers of the commttees shall consist of
representatives from special education; vocat i onal and
regul ar education; post-secondary education; parents of youth
with disabilities; persons with disabilities; |ocal business
or industry; the Departnent of Human Services; public and
private adult service providers; case coordination; and other
consuner, school, and adult services as appropriate. The
Comm ttee shall elect a chair and shall neet at |east
quarterly. Each Transition Planning Commttee shall:

(1) identify current transition services, prograns,
and funding sources provided wthin the community for
secondary and post-secondary aged youth with disabilities
and their famlies as well as the devel opnent of
strategies to address unnmet needs;

(2) facilitate t he devel opnent of transition
interagency teans to addr ess pr esent and future
transition needs of i ndi vidual students on their
i ndi vi dual educati on pl ans;

(3) develop a mssion statenent that enphasizes the
goals of integration and participation in all aspects of
community life for persons with disabilities;

(4) provide for the exchange of information such as

appropriate dat a, ef fectiveness st udi es, speci al
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projects, exenplary progranms, and creative funding of

pr ogr ans;

(5) develop consuner i n-service and awareness
training prograns in the | ocal community; and

(6) assist in staff training for i ndi vi dual
transition pl anni ng and st udent transition needs

assessnent .

(b) Each Transition Planning Committee shall select a
chair from anong its nmenbers who shall serve for a term of
one year. Each commttee shall neet at |east quarterly, or
at such other times at the call of the chair.

(c) Each Transition Planning Commttee shall annually
prepare and submt to the Interagency Coordinating Council a
summary which assesses the Ilevel of currently available
services in the community as well as the |evel of unnet needs
of secondary students with disabilities.

(d) The nane and affiliation of each local Transition

Planning Conmittee nmenber and the annual sunmary required

under subsection (c) of this Section shall be filed with the

adm nistrative office of each school district served by the

local Transition Planning Conmmittee and nade available to the

publi ¢ upon request.

Sec. 14-8.03. Transition goals, supports, and services.

(a) A school district shall consider, and devel op when
needed, the transition goals and supports for eligible

students with disabilities not later than by the school vyear

in which the student reaches age 14 1/2 at the individualized

education plan pregram neeting and provide services as
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identified on the student's individualized education plan
pf ogf am Transition goal s shal | i ncl ude enpl oynent ,
post-secondary education, and community living alternatives.
Consi deration of t hese goal s shal | resul t in t he
clarification of a school district's responsibility to
deliver specific educational services such as vocational
training and community living skills instruction.

(b) To appropriately assess and plan for the student's
transition needs, additional individualized education plan
team proegram nenbers may be necessary and may be asked by
the school district to assist in the planning process.
Addi ti onal i ndi vi dual i zed education plan team program
ptanntng nenbers my include a representative from the
Depart ment of Human Services, a case coordinator, or persons
representing other community agencies or services. The
i ndividualized education plan pregram shall specify each

person whe-ts responsible for coordinating and delivering

transition services. The public school's responsibility for
delivering educational services does not extend beyond the
time the student |eaves school or when the student reaches
age 21.

(c) A school district shall submt annually a summary of
each eligible student's transition goals and needed supports
resulting from the rultidisetplinary--staff-conterence-and
i ndi vi dual i zed education plan team program neeting to the
appropriate local Transition Planning Commttee. |f students
wth disabilities who are ineligible for special education
services request transition services, local public school
districts shal | assi st those students by identifying
post - secondary school goals, delivering appropriate education
services, and coordinating with other agencies and services

f or assi stance.
